The solemnity of the occas
sion which called him tu#e Presidency,
with the varied nature add length of his
publie services, will cause bim to be long
remembered, and occasion mourn-
ing tor the. death of a dis-
tingulabed publie  secvant, As o
mork of respect for the memory of the
deceascd, it is ordered that the Execu.
tive Mansion and the several depart-
ments of Government at Washington be
draped in mourulng' until the close of
the day designated for his tuneral, and
that all public businesa be suspended on
that day, - It is further ordered that the
War and Novy Departments onuse suli-
uble honors to be pald on the sccasion 10
the memory of the illustriods dead.

About the
24th of May Dyer asked me to go to the
District Atworney’s office Lo see whetber
be could get the evidence In the Bull
onse,

While I was talking to the Districk
Attorney, Dyer nsked Harper to seo the
money. After we got out Dyer sald If
I had kept the Distriet Attorney ‘talking
a little longer, he comld have got it, On
the 28th of May, Dyer went to the Dis-
triet Attorney’s office, and when he came
back I met him ot Hunt’s Hote', He,
sald it was all right. Ve then wentto
our room on McFarland street.

Dyer [pulled out an envelope and
showed all the money. Once or twice
ufier this I went tosee Bull; Dyer knew
it, and arrangements ‘were made to sell
the money to Bull, I went away in June,
and he went away subsequently. Noth.
lug] was said about selling the mouey to
Bull untll atter June 10th, when I asked
Dyer if he had seen Bull, 3

Dyer said be wanted me to go and see
bim. I went and saw Bull, and I then
told Dyer that Bull had a friend at
Springtield, Illinols, named MoCrink,
and to write to him Monday, June 18tk
Bull handed me o letter addresged to
MeCrink and I got a man by the nume of
Parker to copy it L)

I kept the original lelter, and Dyer
and Parker aat down by my side to copy
it. 1told Dyer to send the vne he had
copled, The object wns to sell the evi-
dence for money. Hefirst named §10,000,
then $5,000, and then came down to §3,000,
On the nightof his arrest L went with
bim to the jail to see Bull, He told me
he bad the evidence with him—the $50
note and the tfty-cent shinnies.

The latter was the evidenee procured
by 8. 8, Steventon.

Cross-exnmined—I came here in July,
